CHAPTER 1. 


ALIENATION. 


AN ACT Concerning Alienation by Deed, of the Proof and Recording of 
Conveyances, the Cancelling of Mortgages. and for Other Purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives ` 

of the Territory of Wyoming : 

Section 1. Conveyances of land or of any estate or conveyances, 
interest therein, may be made by deed, signed and Mire. TeS 
sealed by the person from whom the estate or interest is 
intended to pass, being of lawful age, or by his lawful 
agent or attorney, and acknowledged or proved and 
recorded as directed in this chapter, without any other 
act or ceremony whatever. - : 

Sec. 2. A married woman may, by her deed or mort- Married wo- 
gage, convey her real estate in lıke manner as she might =~ 
if she were an unmarried woman 

Szec.3 <A deed of quit-claim and release shall be guit-ctaim 
sufficient to pass all the estate which the grantor could 
lawfully convey by deed of bargain and sale.

or proved and certified as hereinbefore prescribed to

Sec. 381. That chapter 3 of the compiled laws being repeal 


an act concerning alienations by deed and for other 
purposes, and chapter 40 of the compiled laws being an 
act to provide for the recording of deeds, mortgages, &c., 
and chapter 23 of the session laws of 1879, being an act 
to amend an act concerning alienation by deed and for 
other purposes, and all other acts or parts of acts incon- 
sistent with or in conflict with this act be and the same 
are hereby repealed.

AN ACT to Divide the Territory into Council and Representative Districts, 
and to Apportion the Members of the Council and House of 
Repiesentatives thereto. 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming:

AN ACT Making Divers Appropriations, and for Other Purposes 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 

of the Territory of Wyoming :

EMBEZZLEMENT, 


AN ACT Defining Embezzlement and Providing Punishment therefor. 
Be it.enacted by the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of Wyoming: 

Section 1. If any officer of public trust in this Terri- 
tory, whether elected or appointed, or any officer or 
director of any incorporated bank or private banking 
person or firm or of any incorporated company, embezzle 
or fraudulently convert to his own use, bullion, money, 
bank notes, or any security for money, or any effects or 
property of another person, which shall have come into 
his possession or been placed under his care or manage- 
ment by virtue of his office, place or employment, he shall 
be deemed guilty of grand larceny, ifthe value thereof be 
the sum of twenty-five dollars and be punished accord- 
ingly. i 

Sao. 2. If any carrier or any person to whom money 
or any property which may be the subject of larceny 
may be delivered to be carried for him, or any person 
who may be entrusted with any such property, embezzle 
or fraudently convert to his own use or secrete with in- 
tent to do so, any such property either in mass or other- 
wise before delivery thereof, at the place at which, or to 
the person to whom such property was to be delivered, 
he shall if the value be of the sum of twenty-five dollars 
be guilty of grand larceny and punished accordingly. `

CHAPTER 45. 


FEES OF OFFICERS 


—— 


AN ACT Fixing the Fees and Compensation to be Paid to County and Pre- 
einet Officers and for Other Purposes 


Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatwes 
_ of the Territory of Wyoming: 

. SECTION 1, That the persons and officers herein men- 
tioned, shall be entitled to receive for their services the 
compensation, and fees herein allowed and none other, 
except as otherwise expressly provided by law. 


Sec. 2, There shall be allowed and paid to. the shesit’s feor 


Sheriffs of the several counties the salaries and allow- 
ances as follows. In counties having five thousand in- 
habitants or population or less an annual salary of three 
thousand dollars, and to one deputy or under sheriff an 
annual salary of. one thousand two hundred dollars, 
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Provided, That should the sheriff find it necessary to 
employ more than one deputy or under sheriff he may 
do so, but in such case the total annual salaries paid to 
all such deputies or under sheriffs shall not exceed one 
thousand’two hundred dollars; this provision shall ap- 
ply to counties witlfout reference to population. In 
counties having more than five thousand inhabitants or 
population there shall be allowed and paid to the sheriff 
an annual salary of three thousand dollars and an addi- 
tional sum of two hundred and fifty dollars for every 
five hundred inhabitants or population in excess of five 
thousand, and there shall also be allowed and paid to 
one deputy or under sheriff an annual salary of one 
thousand two hundred dollars; such salaries shall be 
paid quarterly by warrants issued as provided by law, 
by the proper authorities of the county for which such 
sheriff or deputy or under sheriff renders service ‘as 
such, and shall be full compensation for all services 
rendered except as herein otherwise provided. 

Sheriffs shall have charge of the jails in their respec- 
tive counties and of the prisoners therein confined, and 
shall be paid sixty cents per day for the keeping, board- 
ing and maintenance of each prisoner lawfully confined 
. in such jail by the public authorities of the Territory, 
for the time such prisoner is actually kept, boarded and 
maintained therein; and all bills for the keeping, board- 
ing and maintenance of such prisoners shall be proved, 
audited, allowed and paid in the same manner as other 
bills against the county. He shall not be charged rent 
for any building owned by the county and occupied by 
him asa residence. In addition to the salary hereinbe- 
fore provided for sheriffs: they shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from the party for whom the services are rendered 
in civil cases the following fees which must in all cases 
be paid in advance if demand be made therefor: Serv- 
ing and returning any writ, process, order or notice, ex- 
cept as hereinafter otherwise provided, for the first per- 
son one dollar, and for each additional person ae 
five cents; For every mile actually and nècessarily 
traveled in going and returning to serve process, fifteen 
cents; Taking bail or security one dollar; Serving order 
of attachment, order of arrest, order for the delivery of 
property or injunction order, one dollar and fifty cents;

otherwise. A three pole fence with round poles not less 
than two inches in diameter at the small end, with 
either upright or leaning posts, not more than twenty- 
one feet apart securely fastened with nails, wires or 
otherwise. Provided, That all other fences made and 
constructed of boards, rails, poles, wires, stones or hedge 
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plants, or other material which upon evidence shall be 
declared as strong and as well calculated to protect en- 
closures as those first decribed, shall be considered a 
lawful fence. Such plain wire as before described shall 
not be less than No. 8 wire. And all wires shall be kept 
properly stretched. And it is further provided, That 
none of the above described fences shall be considered 
lawful if less than four feet in height.
